CODE OF ETHICS 


As a member of the N.A.G.C. Commercial Growers Division we are engaged in the growing 
and selling of Gladiolus bulb stock. Since these items constitute a vital part of, and mean 
much to the homes of America and to the American way of life, we declare the following 
to be a statement of the principals and ethics which shall guide us in our dealings with our 
customers, with each other, and with the public. 


SECTION 1 


All descriptions of stock in our catalogues, folders, mailing pieces or other offerings shall 
be true and accurate to the best of our knowledge, shall apply to the stock therein offered 
and shall not misrepresent such stock. 


All stock to a customer shall be commercially true to name as labeled and be as repre- 
sented in our offerings of the same, to the best of our knowledge. No substitutions shall be 
made without the permission of the customer. 


All stock shall be at the time of delivery of at least the size, grade and quality specified in 
our description or price list of the same, unless customer is notified of the unavailability 
of exact items ordered and agrees to accept a different size, grade or quality, with proper 
price adjustment. 


All stock sent to customers shall be properly and correctly labeled as to variety, according 
to our best knowledge and belief. 


All stock shipped, or delivered, shall be properly and securely packed to the best of our 
ability, to reach the customer in good growing condition. 


Any guarantee made shall be regarded as a pledge of our business integrity and reputation 
and shall be honestly and strictly fulfilled to the best of our ability. 


In our dealings with our customers and with each other, we shall at all times exhibit the 
same courtesy, fairness and adherence to the principals of justice that we might expect to 
receive ourselves. 


Quality shall be of the quality as set up by the United States Plant Board. No wholesale 
listing of over 100 bulbs shall be advertised in our retail catalogues. Larger lots may be 
listed at quantity discounts, but not at wholesale rates. 


SECTION 2. 


We condemn as being strictly unethical, the following practices: 
To deliberately misrepresent in advertising, catalogues, mailing pieces or in a verbal man- 
ner, any stock offered for sale. 


To sell, or advertise for sale, any inferior or diseased stock of any kind knowing such 
conditions to exist. 


To receive orders for stock advertised for sale and fail to ship, refund money, or advise 
customer of reason for delay within a reasonable length of time or as soon as reasonably 
possible. 


To supply customers undergrade stock for a higher grade without advising customer of 
same and adjusting price to conform to grade supplied. 


To deliberately disregard accepted standards and grades as generally understood among 
nurserymen with intent to defraud a customer. 


To deliberately avoid fulfilling the terms of a guarantee or to make it difficult or impossible 
for a customer to recover losses under such guarantee. 


As a member of the North American Gladiolus Council, Commercial Growers Division 
we subscribe to and agree to abide by, this CODE OF ETHICS in the conduct of our

Greetings and salutations to all of you. Thank you for your nice orders and more espe- 
cially for the appreciative acknowledgements. Our past growing season here has been 
very successful for us and I hope that this same may be true for all those of you who 
ventured in Gladiolus raising. Many of the newer varieties tried out for our first attempt 
at growing them appeared to live up to all that was claimed for them by their Originators, 
however, being myself like many others who in spite of all else still have their individual 
preferences as to style and coloring—I prefer the pastels and ruffled of medium sizes— 
being prejudiced especially against some with certain prominent markings, it would not do 
for me to write as a valuator of them while consideration should be given their other ad- 
mitted good qualities. We are still growing and offering for sale many of the older favorites 
which still are what the cut flower Buyers and local Florists seem to believe—judged by 
our volume of such sales—to be hard to beat, that are inexpensive in price. There are 
many meritorious varieties grown and offered for sale that we do not list, each individual 
grower must limit themselves at some certain number. Each year we must discard some 
varieties, often times disliking to do so, in order to try out newer originations. None have 
ever been offered for sale that we did not candidly believe worthy of culture. In con- 
clusion we would wish to repeat that regardless of whence you may order anticipated 
plantings from, we wish to all of you, “Happy growings”. 





BULBLET STOCK 


(Reprint from our 1945 listing) 
“The statement that certain 
varieties of Gladiolus Bulblets 
do not germinate to a high 
percentage of the number 
planted is true if taken in the 
sense as we culture them. 
Gladiolus in their originality 
are a native of equatorial 
Africa, its natural environment 
the wet “rainy” season during 
which it grew, and the arid 
“dry” season during which it 
remained dormant, its “rest- 
ing” period. With the tenden- 
cies of Nature to perpetuate 
herself against adversities — 
some bulblets would germin- 





ate the first growing season, The above illustration shows seme of our bulblet stock 
many not until after succeed- as of August 15, 1948, planted the first week of May.

While this method might rightly be considered 
germination of Bulblets during “pampering” yet a more perfect control may be had as 
our season’s planting period to their propagation.

sults by soaking Bulblets in 

water for a period of time shortly previous to their being planted. An even better method 
one practiced by many before planting the rarer high priced ones, is to peel or at least 
break their hard shell by rolling between thumb and finger before planting them. Adverse 
opinion as to the size of planting stock needed to produce good sized blodm notwithstand- 
ing, many varieties, especially those of newer originations will produce an astonishing 
percentage of good sized bloom even from bulblet stock”. This past season we planted 
bulblet stock of seventy new varieties, all were peeled before planting, several germinated 
100 percent as to variety, perhaps we were fortunate but none germinated less than 90%.

All orders of a $3.00 minimum will be accepted and for- 
warded pre-paid within the United States, subject to prior sale and will be filled in rotation 
as received up until May first. Cultural directions will be included with all orders. We 
cordially invite any who might have the opportunity and wish to do so to inspect our bulbs 
while in storage or during the growing season at any time.
